“An employe who would return to nae 
own home each evening after he employe 
household work, would save the em 
a tremendous amount of worry,’ Sd 
Rumbold explained to the Post-Dispatch. 

“She wou ula also save her the rent of one 
room and all Ae geet oy Bi over.the ‘com- 
pany’ the employe would kee 

“In return, the employer opuld afford to 
pay her better wages, and the employe 
would have her evenings at home, just as 
though she were employed in a department 
store.’ 

This proposed departure from the system 
of hiring and maintaining servant girls is 
the result of a series of conferences and 
discussions and much cvrrespondence and 
research in domestic economy, which cul- 
minated Friday morning at a meeting in 
the Wednesday Club parlors in the Y. M.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—When Congress 
meets Senator Foraker will introduce a bill 
to pay Mrs, McKinley a year’s salary, $50,- 
000, on her late husband's account, follow- 
ing a precendent established in the cases of 
Presidents Lincoln and Garfield. 

At first a proposition to pay her the sal- 
ary of the unexpired term of President 
McKinley was discussed, but it was decided 
to follow precedent, especially as Mrs.‘ Mc- 
Kinley has no children. It is also suggested 
that a pension of $5000 a vear should be 
voted to Mrs. McKinley. This will also be 
in line with previous legislation in such 
cases. , 

The question of compensation for the sur- 
geons and physicians who treated President 
McKinley during his fatal illness is also un- 
der discussion. In this case the legislative 
experts are lookin up the precedents. 
President Garfield lingered 80 days, and the 
total expenditure was $57,000. 

It is estimated here that an appropriation 
Of more than $100,000 will be asked from 
Cong-ess. Experts believing that the bills 
presented will be twice as large as those 
for similar services renderef 20 years ago 
during a period ten times as long. No bills 
have been rendered. 


R. C. KERENS TURNED DOWN 


President Roosevelt Refuses to Allow 
Him to Control Federal Patron- 
age in Missouri. 


Sperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12. — President 
Roosevelt has turned down Richard Kerens, 
and it is currently reported here that no 
longer will Mr. Kerens’ ‘“‘O. K.’”’ guarantee 
any Missourian federal patronage. He also 
has in a measure ignored Senator Hanna in 
his capacity as chairman of the Republican 
national committee. 

Friends of Chairman Hanna say that the 
continued ignoring of him in the handling 
cf patronage problems will induce the chair- 
man to make a decisive declaration. He is 
expected to do this in order that there may 
be no public misunderstanding as to his 
relation to patronage in the South and else- 
where. 

The President's appointments thus far, 
excepting those efinitely agreed upon 
while Mr. McKinley was alive, plainly show 
& course distinctly independent of Hanna. 
The appointment of the federal district 
attorney in Kansas, the selection of an 
anti-Addicks postmaster for Wilmington, 
Del., and the appointment of ex-Gov. Jones 
of Alabama were hard for Mr. Hanna to 
bear. Since then an Ppplicant for a Mis- 
sourl post office has been informed that 
National Committeeman’ Kerens would no 
longer be recognized as representing the 
interests of Missouri Republicans at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Kerens is one of Mr. Hanna’s 
strongest friends.

GRADE CROSSINGS AND POOR BRAKES. 


It was little short of a miracle that the nine ladies who were 
passengers on thc street car that ran into a locomotive at Broad- 
Way and Tesson street Friday were not maimed or killed. All 
the conditions were ripe for an accident that would have shocked 
the country. 

The accident cmphasizes the fact, to which the Post-Dispatch 
has heretofore called attefition, that two great dangers threaten 
the lives of St. Louis people who ride on the street cars—the- 
grade crossing end the ineffective hand brake. These dangers 
are a daily and hourly peril. 

The event should greatly strengthen the sentiment in favor 
of a law to compel the use of effective brakes to take the place 
ef the miserable hand concerns now in use. These brakes were 
effective in the case of light horse cars, but are a constant men- 
ace on heavy ¢lectric cars. 

It should also be the occasion for the passage of a law pro- 


viding that no more grade crossings be permitted within the 
_d@ity limits, and for the abdlition of those now existing at the 


earliest possible date. 

As the Post-Dispatch has several times urged, the new lines 
of railway that are to be built for the World’s Fair should be 
compelled to make all crossings below or above street level or 
the level of other tracks. We cannot afford to add to the dangers 
to which citizens and visitors are exposed. 
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The Kentucky Court of Appeals, the highest court in the state, 
has decided that any officer may be punished for intoxication, 
whether he is discharging the duties of his office or not at the 
time he is drunk. This is very important to Kentucky politicians 
with a cultivated thirst. 
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WOMEN IN GOVERNMENT SERVICE. 

The government civil service affords a haven of rest and peace 
to middleaged and elderly women. 

In the departments 35 per cent of the women employed are past 
middie life and % per cent are over 50 years of age. Several 
hundred of these women are over 70 and earn from $900 to $1600 
@ year. , 

Of the 8000 women employes, one in eight receives $1000 and 
over. There are $300 receiving $1000, 450 roceive $1200, 100 receive 
$1400 and 50 receive $1600. The others draw from $660 to $900 a year. 

Since the competitive examinations were instituted under the 
civil service law 17 years ago 2044 women have entered the service 


“of the government at Washington. 


There are 57 different examinations open to women: one-third 
the entire force in Washington is composed of women. 
ese are suggestive facts. The government service presents 
distinct advantages over any ordinary private employment, in 
Security of tenure, salary and character of work. A woman who 


-onee secures a position under government and behaves herself 


is secure from want and need never fear the ups and downs 
of the business world.

TELL ALL THE FACTS. 

Former State Representative Cardwell of Kansas City is sup- 
plementing his charge that the lobby dominates the state legis- 
lature and maile a deal with the Democratic State Committee 
with specific details. . 

He identifies the man who came to him and told him that his 
bill to fix maximum telephone rates could not be passed because 
the Bell Telephone Co., with certain other corporations, had been 
promised immunity from adverse legislation in consideration of 
contributions to the campaign. 

John Carroll, he says, was the man who approached him 
and, in response to a protest ugainst the muzzling of the people’s 
representatives, he quotes Col. Carroll as saying: “Oh, —— the 
people, it is our people who put up the money to elect you fel- 
lows.”’ 

In effect, this is a declaration that the Democratic State Com- 
mittee had agreed to sacrifice the interests of the people who 
cast the votes and whom the party was pledged to serve, for 
the corporations which put up the campaign fund. 

But Mr. Cardwell has not yet named the committeeman who, 
he says, confirmed Col. Carroll’s statement that the committee 
had agreed to protect the interests of the contributing corpora- 
tions. 

If Mr. Cardwell wants to make an effective fight against corrup- 

tion in the Democratic party he should tell the name of the 
committeeman who notified him that the deal with the lobby had 
been made. Let him tell all the facts and disclose all the names. 
Let us know the whole truth. The Democratic voters should be 
apprised of the names of the men who sold out the party and 
betrayed the people to the lobby. 
A subcommittee appointed at a mecting of the presidents of 
40 important railroad systems of the Wnited States recommends 
the complete abolition of the free pass system, to take effect on 
Jan. 1, 1902, The railroads could not do anything that would 
make them more popular than the discontinuance of free passes.

TWO YOUNG FARMERS EXECUTED 
BY THE BRITISH. 


ALSO COMMANDANT LOTTER 


Lord Kitchener Reports the Capture of 
Commandant Scheeper, Who Was 
So Ill That He Was Obliged 
to Travel in a Buggy. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—Two young farmers 
who had twice jcined the Boers have been 
hanged at Vryburg, Cape Colony. The 
death sentences of a number of other con- 


demned men have been commuted to penal 
servitude. 

Commandant Lotter, the Cape _ rebel 
whose commando, consisting almost wholly 
of rebels, was captured south of Peters- 
burg in September, and who was sentenced 
- eath, was executed yesterday morn- 
ng. 

Commandant Lotter had been tried and 
found guilty on cight counts, including se- 
dition, murder of colored unarmed scouts, 
the murder of troopers in action, the blow- 
ing 4 of railroads and the cowhiding of 
British subjects and Europeans. Lotter 
pleaded that he was a citizen of the Or- 
ange Free State, but this was disproved. 

Dr. Leyds, in an interview with a cor- 
respondent of the Paris Eclaire, declares 
that thousands of Afrikanders have been 
driven to take the field by British inform- 
ers, and ds that a series of decisive suc- 
the Boers in Cape 
Colony is expected. Dr. Leyds says the 

ers have buried nearly all their own 
rifles and will not dig them up again until 
the British supply falls short. 

Lord Kitchener reports to the war of- 
fice from Pretoria under today’s date that 
Gen. French's columns have captured Com- 
mandant Scheeper. Lord Kitchener does 
not state whether Scheeper's commando, 
which has been active in Cape Colony, was 
captured or not. The British have beén 
in pursuit for a ccuple of weeks. Scheeper 
himself was so ill that he was obliged to 
travel in a buggy. 

An open letter addressed to President 
Roosevelt appears in the Amsterdam Han- 
delsblad. It is written mL Charles Boisse- 
vail, who is well known in England as an 
ardent Boer champion and who addressed 
a similar letter to the Duke of Devonshire 
a year ago. The new letter includes a his- 
toric retrospect of British crimes and 
cruelties, and says Great Britain is now 
filling the role she has invariably played 
n the past. M. Boissevail declares that 
Great Britain has neither the moral tour- 
age to offer favorable terms to the Boers 
nor the soldiers to overwhelm them. He 
concludes: 

“May the splendid ultimate triumph of 
the Dutch race in South Africa be for- 
warded by the sympathy of that American 
nation, whose triumph had the ardent 
wishes of Holland. The ultimate trium ° 
of the Dutch republics will be a victory 
law and order and righteousness.”
